EMPIRE PROBLEMS 


A most interesting address on the 
above subject was given by E. G. 
Johns before the Rotary Club on Fri- 
day last. Mr. Johns said, in part: 

The general elections in Britain are 
of vital interest to not only the British 
people in the homeland, but also to the 
rest of the Empire. The issue before 
the people is not by any means a new 
one; it has been before the British 
electors more or less for the last hun- 
dred years. It is old, old stuff, but it 
never fails to work, and the elections 
fought on this particular issue, of a 
change in the country's fiscal policy, 
have always been marked by the most 
strenuous campaigning accompanied 
by a torrent of invective that serves to 
emphasize the important place this 
subject has in the lives of the people. 
Whenever a crisis arrives in the in- 
dustrial Hfe of the people, the fiscal 
policy at once becomes the target for 
attack. The last occasion on which 
this question occupied the centre of 
the political stage was in the elections 
of 1906. These elections followed a 
crusade by Mr. Chamberlain, who for 
three or four years preached the doc- 
trine of tariff reform. Chamberlain 
was @ great imperlalist and the mo- 
tives back of his‘advocacy of tariff 
were an earnest desire ton weld the 
British Empire more closely together 
by establishing a policy of free trade 
within the Empire. In order that the 
change in fiscal policy would be of 
direct benefit to the wheat growers of 
the Empire, he proposed a small tax on 
wheat and meats, After one of the 
most bitter fights the elections were 
held and resulted in one of the greatest 
turnovers in the history of British 
political history. The government of 
the day, led by Mr. A. Balfour, was 
snowed under, and there is no doubt 
that the result was the outcome of the 
proposal to tax food stuffs. It must be 
admitted that Mr. Baldwin, in going 
to the country on a similar issue, is at 
least courageous, even though his pre- 
sent proposals do not include a tax on 
wheat or meat. 

The distaste of the British people for 
anything that would affect the price of 
food stuffs in an upward direction is 
very profound, and is no doubt the 
heritage handed down from the _ in- 
iquituous Corn Laws, under which the 
bulk of revenue was devised from a tax 
on primary foodstuffs. The repeal of 
the Corn Laws was followed’ by a tre- 
mendous increase in manufacture and 
trade and Britain favored as she was 
by tremendous natural resources in 
iron and coal in close proximity to the 
sea, and equipped with the greatest

THE LATE W.E. FALKNER 


Mr. Falkner, whose tragic death at 
Sylvan uake, has called forth very 
wide and deep sorrow, came from Lan- 
caster, Ont., to Penhold district in 
1909, where he farmed until 1921. In 
1921 he moved to Sylvan Lake, where 
he bought the boat house and ran it 
that season. The family went back to 
Ontario, and returned this summer 
again to Sylvan Lake, where Mr. 
Falkner took up farming east of the 
C.NR. track from the village, and had 
only finished his threshing on the 
Saturday. Mr. Fatkner was buried on 
his 47th birthdoy. 

‘He was a stalwart, popular, kindly 
citizen, and his tragic death is deeply 
mourned in the community. Mrs. 
Falkner is a sister of Mr. F. D. Mc- 
Crimmon and of Mrs. J. A. Dingwall, 
of Sylvan Lake, and a daughter of 
Mrs. Wm. Rich, North Red Deer. 
There are two boys—Wesley, aged 10 
years, and ‘Mac, aged 6 years. He also 
leaves an aged mother, 82 years old. 
one sister, Mrs. George McDonald, and 
one brother, Alex. Falkner, at his old 
home in Lancaster, Ontario, to mourn 
his death. They will all have the 
heart-felt sympathy of a great number 
of friends in this district. 

The funeral of the late Mr. Falkner 
took place on Thursday afternoon 
from the Presbyterian Church, Red 
Deer, to the Red Deer Cemetery. The 
church was filled with a large ‘body of 
S8ympathizing mourners, Sylvan Lake 
village being closed up for the after- 
noon, even to the post office, while 
there was quite a delegation from 
Penhold and district, his old home. 
The service was conducted by Rey. 
W. G. Brown and Rev. W. G. Mc. 
Kechnie. The pallbearers were J. 
Frisken, E. Petro, F. D. McCrimmon, 
J. A. Dingwall, Sylvan Lake; and Jas. 
Johnston and J. M. Hart, Penhold. 
Among the floral offerings were 
wreaths from the Ladies’ Aid and 
Missionary Society of Penhold Presby- 
terfan church; from the I.0.0.F., Pen- 
hold, and from Sylvan Lake friends; 
from Stewart Bros.: Penhold; from 
Mr. and Mrs. J. M. Hart, Penhold, and 
from Mr. and Mrs. Charles Thomp- 
son, Red Deer.

MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS 


Mayor Dr. John Collison has con- 
sented to stand for a fourth term and 
he will be returned by acclamation, 
no doubt, on Monday next. 

Ald. ‘Hill and Gibson are the retir- 
ing aldermen. Ex-Ald. Smith’s place 
was not filled. Ex-Ald. J. W. Brough- 
ton will likely be a canndidate, and 
the names of H. J. Snejl and E. How- 
lett have also been mentioned as prob- 
able candidates. 

For the School Board, the retiring 
members are Messrs. W. J. Stephen- 
son, J. W. Broughton and J. T. Berry. 
These men have all given good service 
and will probably be candidates for 
re-election. Mrs. F. W. Galbraith is 
also mentioned as a probable candi- 
date. 

The retiring separate school trust- 
ees are Rev. Father Voisin and J. E. 
Carroll, and ‘they will likely be re- 
elected. , 

The Hospital Commissioner will be 
elected for the first time’ this year, 
and the chairman of the Hospital 
Board, Ald. J. R. McClure, has been 
mentioned for the position. 


The annual meeting of the rate- 
payers will be held in the City Hall 
on Friday evening, Nov. 30th, at 8 
o'clock. 


THE CITY COUNCIL 


The regular meeting of the City 
Council was held Monday night. 
Mayor Collison was in the chair, and 
City Solicitor Payne, City Engineer 
Dawe, Commissioner Stephenson and 
all the aldermen were present. : 

The ,correspondence was unimpor- 
tant, dealing only with routine mat- 
ters. The Alberta Teachers’ Alliance 
wrote asking for the 1922 financial 
statement of the city showing the re- 
lation of the expenditures on educa- 
tion and all other expenditures. 
Father Voisin notified the Council that 
the vacancies on the board of the 
‘separate school were two, being -the. 
positions held this year by himself 
and J. EB. Carroll. 

The monthly report of the Chief of 
Police, which was held over with other 
departmental reports from last Coun- 
cil meeting showed that the Chief had 
been doing a great deal of useful 
work, especially with regard to public 
health maintainance. Along police 
work his report wes acteworthy be- 
cause it showed that a great many 
boys were doing wrong, some stealing 
and others merely doing destruction. 
The Aldermen discussed tne matter 
at length. Alderman Johns thought 
that the statement that appeared in 
The Advocate recently, that the boys 
who stole during the Stampede had 
appeared before the magistrate, was 
not correct. He also thought that 
juvenile crime was on the increase in 
Red Deer and that the Scout leaders 
should ‘be asked to talk plainly with 
the boys. 

The report of the Fire Chief showed 
two fires had been attended in Oct. 
One was a chimney fire at which no 
damage was done. The other resulted 
in the loss of the Alberta Pacific Ele- 
votor with a loss of about $20,000.00. 
Fortunately the building and = grain 
were insured to nearly fall value. 
Fire Chief Taylor advised Council that 
they should purchase 500 feet of new 
hose as some of the hose is in bad 
state of repair. 

The report of the Public Works dle- 
partment was to the effect that the in- 
take wells have been repaired and 
all plank sidewalks fixed. New cin- 
ders were placed in the filter screens. 

Commissioner Stephenson will at- 
tend the meeting of the Union of 
Alberta Municipalities in Calgary on 
November 29th and 30th. He read 
to the meeting copies of the resolu- 
tions to be presented by various towns 
and villages, none of which particular- 
ly affect Red Deer. 

Council considered a draft agree- 
ment sent down by the government 
dealing with the proposed new sewer 
on 5th Street North ffom the Provin- 
cial Training School and connecting 
near Waskasoo Creek with the pres- 
ent sewage system. With a slight al- 
teration, they approved of the agree- 
mennt,and Provincial Sanitary Engin- 
eer, R. B. Owens, will be advised at 
once. Engineer Dawe read the ten- 
ders he had received for the labor on 
installing the pipe. Council decided 
to accept the lowest tender, that of 
Jackson & Webster, of Edmonton, who 
have had the contract of laying the 
gas mains there. The total cost of 
the material and the labor will  ap- 
proximate $6800.00, it is estimated. 

Council debated the lifting of the 
present rule that the use of the city 
hall be not granted for religious or 
political meetings. It developed into 
a very heated argument, all the Coun- 
cillors taking part and covering 
everything from golf to freedom of 
speech. By the deciding vote of the 
Mayor, it was decided -to leave mat- 
ters as at present. (The Mavor was 
obliged to vote, as Alderman Hill had 
to leave before the discussion). 

Council adjourned shortly before 
midnight. 


Since the above was set for publi- 
cation, we are told that acting upon 
the opinion of the city solicitor, that 
the City Council could not legally 
make the suggested contract with the 
government, the sewer on 5th Street 
North will probably not he construct- 
ed until spring. Meanwhile a bylaw 
will be prepared and submitted to the 
ratepayers for their ratification,

To the Editor of The News. 
Dear Sir: 3 

In continuation of last week's 
article on this subject, from the evi- 
dence that can be gleaned from the 
records of the Town Council in the 
city office, it is quite clear that. right 
from the beginning there was strong 
opposifon to the granting of an ex- 
clusive franchise to the Western Gen- 
eral Electric Co., as well as a strong 
conviction that the whole transaction 
was illegad. 

Coming down to the early part of 
1906, the controversy entered upon an 
acute stage and efforts wero made by 
one half of the members of the Coun- 
cili to secure to the town its freedom 
from an illegal contract, and was 
only defeated by the other members 
and the catsing vote of the Mayor at 
a Council meeting on the 30th April, 
and at this same time they went on 
record “that the franchise was not 
valid (for the reason) that the Council 
has no power or authority to grant 
such a franchise,” and it further was 
adduced at the Council meeting held 
on the 4th May, “that it was not made 
subject to ratification by the ratepay- 
erg of the town of Red Deer as requir- 
ed by the amended provisions of sub- 
section 22 of section 95 of the munici- 
pal ordinance.”

May, all the members being present

Number of Alberta Farms 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
recently gave out figures compiled 
from census data showing the number 
of occupied farms in Alberta of over 
one acre as 82,954; total farm acre- 
age, 29,293,053; average number of 
acres to each farm, 352; value of 
farm property, $968,437,348. Compar- 
ing 1921 with 1911, land increased in 
value 77.1 percent.; farm buildings 
199.6 percent.; implements and ma- 
chinery 311.6 percent., and livestock 
65 percent. 


Investigate Rural Credit 

Dr. H. M. Tory, of the University of 
Alberta, has been commissioned by 
the Dominion Government to continue 
further investigations of the question 
of rural credits. In 1914 Dr Tory 
made a report on the rural credit sys- 
tems in countries overseas. The pres- 
ent inquiry will be into rural credits 
in Canada and the United States. 


Seed Grain Debts 

Something over $2,000,000 is owed 
to the Alberta Government for ad- 
vances of seed grains up to and in- 
cluding 1921. Discussing this mat- 
ter at Medicine Hat recently the Min- 
ister of Agrculture expressed the 
opinion hat a good proportion of these 
seed grain debts would be collected 
this season. The good crops of 1923 
are making a much more optimistic 
feeling throughout the farming dis- 
tricts of Alberta. The government has 
decided that in the collection of these 
debts no real hardship will be created. 
A reasonably generous policy is to be 
followed, by which the government 
will exercise its rights of seizure, 
where necessary, but will yield its 
priority right to taxes, so that the 
debtors may first pay their land rates 
and keep title. In all cases, too, 
where crops are seized under this col- 
lection process, it is the intention 


of the government to divide the pro-| 


ceeds with other creditors, a good 
deal of money being due the banks. 


To Aid Insulin Research 
The Carnegie Foundation has _ con- 
tributed $10,000 to the University of 
Alberta for the purpose of continuing 
Dr. Collip’s investigations in the de- 
velopment of insulin.

Owing to Commissioner Stephen- 
son's absence at the City Bill Sub- 
Committee meeting in Calgary on the 
12th, the regular meeting of Council 
could not find place until Tuesday 
night, when the Council sat to close 
onone o’clock, and then left quite a 
bit of business over until next Monday. 
Those present were Mayor Collison, in 
the chair; Aldermen Gibson, Johns, 
McClure, Hill and Galbraith, Commis- 
sioner Stephenson, City Solicitor 
Payne and Engineer Dawe. , 

Commissioners’ Report 

1. With D. S. Smith, president, and 
Ralph Patterson, secretary, Exhibition 
Association, and Chief Streatfield we 
inspected the Exhibition grounds and 
buildings about two weeks ago. We 
found everything in good condition 
except the door of the Arts building 
which was smashed after the School 
Fair. This appears to be the only 
damage done this summer. 

2. Several ladies reported to us that 


an old lady, resident of the city for 
years, who has been living alone in a 
shack, is now unable to look after her- 
self. We have ascertained that she 
can be looked after at the Lacombe 
Home, Midnopare, at a cost of $1 per 
day: 

8. Foreman Jones is putting the fire 
hydrants in shape for winter, and the 
work of repairing sidewalks will be 
continued as long as possible. 

4. The work of cleaning the intake 
wells is completed and the intake pipe 
prepared for winter. The water in the 
river is very low but we do not antici- 
pate any djfficulty in keeping an ample 
supply of water. 

5. Foreman Jones was instructed to 
build the parts of the bridge on Kings- 
mill Avenue extension that had to be 
built before freeze-up. He reports that 
the bridge to be built is not in accord- 
ance with the plans he figured on, and 
consequently his estimate of cost will 
have to be increased by $57.50, owing 
to change of location. 

6. The grading on Kingsmill Ave. 
extension to Victoria Ave, for which 
Geo. Ford’s tender was accepted, has 


been completed so far as - possible. 
Deduction was made of the estimated 
cost of completing the work after the 
bridge is completed. 

7. We recommend that C. H. Snell 
be engaged to survey Woodlea and the 
Hospital grounds, as parts of these two 
properties have been sold and it is 
necessary to have a proper description 
of the properties. 

8. We have received $5,000 on ac- 
count of the purchase price of the Hos- 
pital. This was applied to the 1922 
note of the City which has been reduced 
to $1,000, and which will be paid off in 
full before the end of the year, 

9. We submit for your considera- 
tion the following bylaws:— 


To provide for the annual elections. 

To provide for business assessment 
for the year 1924. . 

10. We submit statements of receipts 
and disbursements for October. 

11. We submit departmental reports 
for October. 

12. We submit accounts 
authorization to pay. 

All of which is respectfully submit- 
ted. 

On Clause 2, the matter was referred 
to the Commissioners and the M.H.O. 

The report was adopted, and _ the 
bylaws submitted under Clause 9 were 
duly passed.

Owing to the strong desire of the 
Defective Children’s Hospital author- 
ities to get the Fifth St. North sewer 
connection with the city mains com- 
pleted this year, the Council decided 
to see what could be done.

| School Matters 


The Council and Mr. Payne had a 
prolonged conference as to. the school 
matters forwarded for consideration by 
the City representatives, the decisions 
to be considered by a committee of the 
Union of Alberta Municipalities at 
their annual meeting next month. The 
Council was in favor of the respective 
municipalities represented within the 
Red Deer School District, viz., the City; 
of Red Deer, the Village of North Red' 
Deer, the M.D.s of Pine Lake and 
Golden West, assessing and collecting 
school taxes on that portion of the 
school district within its bounds, in- 
stead of having the city do all the 
school tax assessing, levying and col- 
lecting for the whole school district. 
The Council was rather in favor of the 
Schoo) Board getting their full levy, if 
the preceding system of municipal col- 
lection was carried out, rather than 
having the School Board go into the 
market to borrow because of default 
in payment of school taxes. As to a 
statutory limit on the rate of school 
levy, the Commissioner did not see 
how it was practicable; the rate was 
governed by the basis of assessment. 
As to curtailment of expenditures on 
education, and reduction of educational 
services, the Council was disposed to 
agree with Mr. Payne that the School 
Board had done pretty well in this dir- 
ection so far as its powers went and 
so far as the conditions allowed. Ald. 
McClure took a tilt at the teaching of 
music and drawing, and was disposed 
to think that pupils should be charged 
for their High School education; Ald. 
McClure is a determined enemy of 
“paternalism.” 


The questions of the collecting of dir- 
ect taxes by municipalities and of 
rebonding debentures were left over 
until the next meeting. 

Ald. Galbraith gave notice of motion 
for the removal of the ban against re- 
ligious and political meetings having 
the use of the city hall. 


The Council adjourned at 12:55 a.m.

FAULTY VISION IS 
~ MENACE TO PUBLIC 


Time Will Come When the Motorists’ 
Eye-sight Must Be Tested, Says 
Snell. 


Calgary Herald, November 20. 


“In five years, I believe that there 
will be such an effort made to main- 
tain the safety of the pedestrian that 
strong pressure wil} be brought to 
bear for legislation which will make 
it imperative tthat all applicants for 
motor licenses will be obliged to sub- 
mit to an eyesight test,” was the dec- 
laration of H. J. Snell, of Red Deer, 
president of the Alberta Optometric 
Association, while speaking at a meet- 
ing of Calgary members of the 
association held in the Board of 
Trade rooms ‘Monday evening. 

The meeting was called for the pur- 
pose of discussing co-operative adver- 
tising, and Mr. Snel, who is a repre- 
sentative of the senate in the Univer- 
sity of Alberta, and a charter member 
of the Byesight Conservation Council 
of Canada, gave an address on topics 
which have been brought up at recent 
meetings in Eastern Canada.” 


Figures Are Cited 


“In Toronto, 1,000 industrial work- 
ers were examined and 138 had nor- 
mal vision, 460 had slight visual de- 
fects, and 408, or 41 percent. had 
faulty eyesight, while 127 were wear- 
ing suitable glasse s,” said Mr. Snell. 
“Of the 25,000,000 school children in 
the United States, there are 5,000,000 
who are suffering from eyes which 
are out of focus and which interfere 
with their progress in school.” 

“You cannot be optimistic with 
misty optics,” stated Mr. Snell. He 
also quoted from a California judge- 
who declared that he ‘believed that 
the time would come when motorists 
would be forced to submit to eye- 
sight tests before being granted a 
license to drive.

EMPIRE PROBLEMS

merchant marine soon led the world. 

In those days the whole world was 
her market and her competitors were 
comparatively few. British ships car- 
ried her mannufactures abroad and 
brought home raw materials. Her 
immense foreign trade was built upon 
the unrestricted play of competition at 
a time when there was very little com- 
petition. As the years went on, how- 
ever, conditions began to change, Ger- 
man and U.S.A. competition became a 
serious factor, and the British indus- 
trialist began to find that his markets 
were becoming restricted, owing to the 
imposition of high tariffs against Brit- 
ish goods, which were effectual in clos- 
ing to a considerable degree these 
markets. Also Britain was becoming 
the dumping ground for German and 
American manufactures which were 
being placed in free trade Britain at a 
price that defiled competition owing to 
the fact that they were elther produced 
by cheaper labor or were surplus 
stocks. 

These were some of the conditions 
that Mr. Chamberlain sought to 
remedy; and as an instance of what 
is going on {n England today, the 
speaker was recently shown a German 
pocket knife purchased in England for 
the equivalent of 4 cents. A similar 
knife would sell here for 75 cents. The 
purchaser, a cotton operative from 
Lancashire, stated that for two years 
his average time at work was less than 
three days a weck. 

Britain today has nearly 2,000,000 
men unemployed, her export trade is 
in extremes, her invisible exports— 
which are her income from foreign in- 
vestment and her profits from her 
mercantile marine—have sadly dimin- 
ished. New markets must be found; 
it is useless to look to Europe, so the 
government of Britain have staked 
their political life on a proposal which 
I believe will, if carried out, achieve 
that economic unity so desired by all 
well wishers of this great common- 
wealth of nations called the British 
Empire. 

Canada’s interest, as I have already 
indicated, lies in the fact that a change 
in the fiscal system of Great Britain 
will undoubtedly tend to give her a 
better chance in British markets. Our 
problem is to find a market for our 
agricultural products, and, of course, 
Britain is the world’s market for 
wheat, but when we get there we find 
that we have to compete with the 
world. While Mr. Baldwin specifically 
states that he does not propose to tax 
wheat or meat, it is not hard to imagine 
that once this so-called free trade 
policy is definitely discarded, the next 
step will be easy. 

The chief problems to be solved is 
how to give Canada a preference in 
British markets and still safeguard the 
British consumer against inflated 
prices, What we most need, and also 
the consumer, is a stabilized price. No 
one but the speculator benefits by 
fluctuations. When prices soar the pro- 
ducer rarely receives full value, but the 
consumer invariably has to pay it. On 
the other hand a severe fall in whole- 
sale prices has nearly always to be 
absorbed by the producer. I recently 
read a very informing article by the 
Australian correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times in which he deals with this 
problem of markets for the agricultural 
products of the Empire, and the secur- 
Ing of a stabilized and just price for 
the same. The worker recognizes that 
“any policy that resulted in an in- 
crease in the cost of necessary food- 
stuffs would place the industrial in- 
terests of Britain at a disadvantage in 
the markets of the world,” and in order 
to at once benefit the producer without 
at the same time penalizing the con- 
sumer, he proposes the establishment 
in Britain of a purchasing board who 
would buy all food-stuffs required for 
consumption. It would be their busi- 
ness to store in time of plenty to pro- 
vide against the times of dearth. They 
would be empowered to control all for- 
eign supplies coming in, in such a 
way as to prevent having the effect of 
depressing prices, and yet at the same 
time they could prevent any disposi- 
tion on the part of the grower to take 
advantage of his customer. 

The Dominion governments would be 
asked to organize their export trade to 
Great Britain of foodstuffs and raw 
materials and to concentrate them in 
the hands of a single co-operative ex- 
porting agency. The saving effected 
in the cost of getting the product from 
the producer to the consumer wou!d be 
tremendous, and would offset the — in- 


creased price which would accrue to 
the producer. Sir Chas. Fielding es- 
timates that the traders’ profit on 


bread, milk and meat alone in Britain 
amounts to $850,000,000, which  {ndi- 
cates the amount that may be saved. 
Whatever one may think on the sub- 
ject of tariffs, we must all be impressed 
with the gravity of the situation. The 
American revolution should be a lesson 
to every man who has the Interests of 
the Empire at heart, and who sees in 
the Emplre the greatest development 
of political freedom and civilization 
that the world has known. The loss of 
the country to the south should teach 
us that there is always the possibility 
that the economic pressure from with- 
out may become so great as to dissolve 
the sentimental tie that binds us tothe 
Motherland and thus” bring about 
political disintregation with the Em- 
pire. It is no use shutting our eyes to 
the fact that we In Canada are suffer- 
Ing cruelly under the Fordney tariff, 
ond we must huve relief if we are to 
survi.e. Let us hope and strive all 


we can to work for this &réat idedi of 

Free Trade within the Empire and 

protection from without.

subject to ratification by the rate- 
payers; nothing further was heard of 
the matter. 

It {s difficult to understand the fur- 
ther action of the Council in view of 
the facts placed before them and the 
legal opinion given them, for at a 
Council meeting held on the 4th of 
May, all the members being present, 
a resolution was adopted for reasons 
that are quoted in full (and it will be 
well to bear in mind that 'the agree- 
ment that is here under discussion is 
that dealing with the waterworks, 
viz.: ‘Whereas ‘by agreement dated 
the 29th day of Sept., 1904, and made 
between the municipality of the 
town of Red Deer of the 1st part, and 
‘the Western General Electric Co. of 
the 2nd part, it was among other 
things agreed that the Company 
would furnish all the power therein 
mentioned to supply water for any 
and every other purpose contemplated 
by the said agreement, and that the 
said agreement should continue in 
‘force for a period of 24 years from the 
1st day of June, 1904, provided ‘hat 
the corporation should have the right 
and privilege to terminate the said 
agreement on the Ist day of 
1916.” 

“And whereas in and by tthe said 
agreement it was further agreed that 
in case the Company should so desire, 
the corporation would by all lawful 
means in its power assist in getting 
from the Legislative Assembly of the 
North West Territories an ordinance 
to confirm in all respects the said 
agreement with the Company and 
everything incidental thereto.” 

“And whereas the said agreement 
was not made subject to the ratifica- 
tion of the ratepayers of the Town 
of Red Deer as required by the amend- 
ed sub-section 22 of Section 95 of the 
Munnicipal Ordinance.” : 

“And whereas it was understood at 
the time ’of entering into the said 
agreement that the Corporation had 
not under the Municipal Ordinance 
the authority to enter into the said 
agreement and that the Corporation 
would assist in obtaining the neces- 
sary legislation to confirm the said 
agreement.” 

“Therefore be it resolved that the 
(Mayor and Sec’y-Treas. be and they 
are hereby empowered to petition in 
conjunction with the Western General 
Electric Company, the Legislature of 
the Province of Alberta in session 
assembled for an Act to confirm the 
said agreement between the said Co. 
and the Corporation and affix the Cor- 
poration Seal thereto, provided always 
that the Bill founded thereon be sub- 
mitted to the Council and approved 
before submission to the Legislature. 

In this report of the final meeting 
of the Council dealing with this sub- 
ject a statement is made that is in- 
correct. In no agreement between the 
Town and the Company is there a 
single word to prove that the Town 
would by all lawful means assist in 
getting from any legislature an ordi- 
nance confirming anny agreements 
with the Company. They further en- 
deavor to bolster up this incorrect 
statement by saying it was under- 
stood at the time the agreements 
were entered into, the Corporation 
would do so. A great many other 
things may have been understood by 
the members of the Council at that 
time, that did not materialize, for in- 
stance, they may have understood the 
telephone rate would continue at $10 
ber year fofr residence phone; it was 
soon increased beyond that amount 
when the Bell Telephone Co. ceased 
giving service. Once again they ad- 
mit the agreements were not legal by 
evidence that had not previously been 
mentioned proving it was necessary 
for them to be ratified by the rate- 
payers: No steps have ever been taken 
either by the Council or the Company 
to obtain the consent of the rite- 
payers, 

How men placed in a position of 
trust, to protect the interests of the 
citizens, could adopt such a resolution 
and put it into effect, sacrificing those 
interests and rights, with the evi- 
dence they themselves furnished that 
it was contrary to law, and how the 
Legislature could possibly pass an act 
to confirm agreemennts made con- 
trary to the ordinances of the North 
West Territories, under which Alberta 
then was governed, is one of those in- 
cidents in public life that baffles un- 
derstanding. 

Tt is but right to recognise the fact 
that three of the six councillors made 
a vigorous fight in the efforts to pro- 
tect the rights and privileges of the 
ratepayers who are the final court 
of appeal in all such matters that so 
vitally affect their interests,

The body was that 
of an adult male, about 6 feet tall, well 
nourished and muscular. External 
examination showed incisions, which 
he took to be knife wounds, on several 
portions of the body, also a bruise on 
the left cheek. There were slight in- 
cisions on the left upper chest, on the 


lip. There was a deeper wound just 
at the elbow on the inner surface, 1% 
inches long and 1 inch deep; some of 
the muscles were severad. The wound 
which caused death was in the neck. 
The knife entered above the sternum or 
breast bone, and slightly to the left of 
the centre line, passing inwards, back- 
wards, and upwards. The trachea, or 
wind pipe, was not severed, but the 
sternum mastoid muscle was cut, and 
the common carotid, or large artery 
of the neck, almost completely severed. 
The cause of death was. hemorrhage 
from the artery. 

To Mr. Crosby—The incisions were 
caused by a knife, he judged; the 
deeper the wound went, the wider the 
incision became. It could have been 
made by the weapon produced. Mr. 
Crosby produced a comparatively new 
knife about 12 inches long, the blade 
being about 7 inches long and 1 inch 
or over wide, rounding to a point. It 
and its leather sheath and leather belt 
were found in the prisoner’s possession 
by Constable Shantz when he arrested 
him. The knife blade was partly cov- 
ered with what appeared to be dried 
blood. 

Mrs. Falkner, widow of the deceased, 
found her front door open when she 
came home at 12:20; she had been over 
to Mrs. Dingwall’s. When she went 
inside her home, she found the lamp 
turned low on the dining room table. 
She thought her husband had opened 
the door to cool the house, and she 
opened the stove to look at the fire, 
which was not quite out.

He showed the glove to 
Mrs. Falkner; she said it was not hers, 
nor any of her family’s. Mrs. Falkner 
described the man she had seen in the 
house and gave the details. There 
were hand prints and finger prints on 
the railing of the front porch besides 
the blood on the floor. Over the porch 
and on the ground was na small piece 
of paper smudged with blood, as 
though a man had fallen there’ with 
his hand on the paper. There were no 
visible signs of burglary having been 


committed—no drawers pulled open, 
nothing disturbed that he saw. 
Constable Shantz, A.P.P., Rocky 


Mountain House, Tuesday morning at 
11:35 arrested the prisoner. He gave 
his name afterwards as Wilhelm E. 
Hansen. Found the knife produced, 
belt, left-hang glove’ stained with 
blood, which witness identified. It 
was a Gold Medal furlined leather 
glove, medium, and was in a leather 
hand bag carried by prisoner. The 
prisoner was wearing the mackinaw 
coat produced, stained with blood, and 
the under coat also stained with blood. 
The left side of accused’s face was 
covered with blood, with scar and cut 
over left eye; his hands, after the left 
glove was taken off, were stained with 
blood. His left eye was black and blue. 
He had a pair of heavy work shoes on. 
There was dry blood on the knife. He 
had a .22 rifle wrapped in paper in his 
right hand; it was apart; his hand bag 
was in his left hand. He offered no 
resistance to arrest. 

F. W. McWhirter, Sylvan Lake, 
spoke Danish and was called in by 
Inspector Fisher, A.P.P., to act as in- 
terpreter. Prisoner gave his name as 
Wilhelm Einar Hazsen. Interpreted 
the charge of murder to prisoner at 
the police quarters in Red Deer. When 
prisoner heard charge he was very 
much surprised that the man _ was 
dead. He said what he did do he did 
in self-defence: he said he understood 
the charge. Prisoner was duly warned 
that he did not need to say anything 
that he did not want to. Witness read 
and interpreted the usual police warn- 
ing to him, and prisoner said he under- 
stood it. Prisoner made his statement 
after this warning was given, and said 
that was all he had to say. Witness 
signed the prisoner's statement taken 
down by Inspector Fisher, as witness 
to prisoner's signature. Prisoner could 
not speak more than a few words of 
English. The statement was as fol- 
lows:— 

“I did not do ft intentionally—I did 
it in self-defence because he struck 
me. That is all I want to say. 

“Wilhelm Einar Hansen.” 

This concluded the evidence. 

The Coroner explained to the jury 
their duty to find as to whether the 
man came to his death by foul play, or 
neglect, or any other cause—as to how 
and by whom, if there was foul play, 
the death was caused. 

The jury brought in a verdict after 
a few minutes that the deceased met 
his death as the result of knife wounds 
inflicted hy one Wilhelm E. Hansen. 

The prisoner was acquainted with 
the verdict by Mr. McWhirter, but had 
nothing to say. 

The Preliminary Trial 

The prisoner was then put on his 
preliminary trail on the charge of 
murdering Edgar Falkner at Sylvan 
Lake on Monday night. Mr. F. M. 
Oldham, police magistrate, Innisfail, 
was on the bench, with Mrs. Jamieson 
as stenographer. 

The evidence was practically the 
same as at the inquest. Constable 
Shantz went into more detail as to the 
blood-bespattered clothing found on 
the prisoner, and as to his belongings. 
Inspector Fisher gave evidence as to 
the taking over of the prisoner and as 
to his confession. 

The evidence was then translated to 
the prisoner by Mr. McWhirter, but he 
did not wish to question any of the 
witnesses, nor did he wish to make any 
statement. 

Magistrate Oldham then committed 
Hansen to stand trial at the next court 
of competent criminal jurisdiction, and 
he was taken to Fort Saskatchewan on 
Thursday by Corpl. Cawsey, of Innis- 
fail. His trial will take place at the 
sittings of the Supreme Court to be 
held at Red Deer beginning the first 
Monday in February. 


The front room of Mr. Falkner's 
house stretched the full width of the 
house. An archway from it led to the 
dining room, over half the size of the 
front room; off the dining room was 
the bedroom in which Mr. Falkner was 
sleeping. A back door of the dining 
room led to the kitchen, and out of the 
kitchen ran the stairway, which turn- 
ed at right angles after three steps 
from the kitchen floor. It was here 
Mrs. Falkner met Hansen, and he then 
had rushed through the kitchen and 
the dining room but missed the front 
door in the darkness, or found it 
closed, when he was tackled in the 
front room by Mr. Falkner. Detective 
Holmes considers that the glove drop- 
ped in the house and the one found on 
Hansen by Constable Shantz are 
mates. There is no trace as yet of the 
missing shoe which was apparently 
thrown away.

Be- 
cause Rotary today and the founders 
of it have recognized service to be 
one of the great fundamental laws of 
this universe. It has as its motto, 


Service is not a 
new law in nature. but our recogniz- 
ing it as one of the laws of human 
nature, as one of the fundamental 
laws of this universe, is compara- 
tively new. Service is the basic law 
of harmonfous and profitable human 
relationships. 

The law of the survival of the fittest. 
physically and mentally, has had its 
way long enough. Selfishly exercised 
physical and mental strength is not 
civilization. This principle gave rise 
to the false doctrine that might 
(physical and mental strength) make 
right. Rotary directly contradicts and 
holds that he profits most and sur- 
vives best who serves best.

T believe that the quickest way to the 
establishment of economic balance in 
the present industrial and commer.
